Philippine ports are scarce, cargo 
space is difficult to obtain while the 
freight rates are sky-high. 
The bet­ 
ter grades of sugar, tobacco, cigars, 
hemp, copra and embroidery, which 
are commanding high prices in the 
United States, can pay these rates 
but other products suffer. 
In Iloilo there is still stored 80,- 
000 tons of low grade sugar, worth 
perhaps three cents a pound on the 
American market. 
It will not be a c ­ 
cepted as freight for less than that 
figure as sugar rates to New York 
are about $65 a ton. 
Unless the 
government intervenes an economic 
catastrophe is feared in the southern 
sugar districts especially as the new 
crop will be coming in within two 
months and storage space must be 
found for it.

FIRST CROP CENSUS 
TAKEN IN PORTO RICO The Paris Cleaners 


w omen “Hough It” as 
Fruit Pickers. 
London. 
Sept. — Five American 
women, five French women, and ten 
English women, who volunteered for 
farm 
work with the National ligand 
| Council, have been sent for a month 
to “ rough it” as fruit pickers in the 
orchards about twenty miles from 
london. 
They 
live in a barn and 
work from eight in the morning 
to 
six 
at 
eight. The fruit is all hand­ 
picked 
from long ladders and the 
work is not easy. 
They get eight cents an hour, the 
same 
as regular 
fruit pickers who 
jcome 
into 
the 
fruit district each 
| year from the East End of 
London 
and who sleep in freight cars along 
the sidings. 


Shows Small Food Crops to Value of 
Four M illions Raised By Planters 
to September I — Field Service 
lie-organized. 


San Juan, Porto Rico, Sept— (Cor­ 
respondence)—-The first crop census 
ever taken in Porto Rico shows that 
small food crops valued at $4,000,- 
000 to the planters had been raised 
up to September I. 
The crops in­ 
cluded red and white beans, frijoles, 
gandules (pigeon peas), corn, rice, 
batatas (sweet potatoes), 
yautias, 
yuca and yams. 
The large yield of beans has stop­ 
ped all imports of that vegetable one 
of the chief items of the Porto Rico 
diet, and for the first time has per­ 
mitted the island 
to export rather 
than import this food. 
More than 
2,000,000 pounds of beans had been 
exported up to September. 
The corn 
crop also is the largest ever produc­ 
ed and the harvest has been so plen­ 
tiful as to have reduced the importa­ 
tion of corn and considerably check­ 
ed the importation of corn meal. 
The production of food crops for 
home consumption is due to a very 
large degree to the work of the food 
commission in stimulating interest in 
the growing of minor crops and im­ 
pressing on the island the necessity 
to feed itself. 
Through the commis­ 
sion fifteen tons of seed for planting 
have been distributed. 
Members of the food commission 
believe the island is capable of pro­ 
ducing possibly four crops a year 
equal to the crops grown during the 
past few weeks. 
It is believed that 
beans, at least, will grow the year 
round and that a crop can be plant­ 
ed and brought to maturity inside of 
six or seven weeks. 
Vegetables and 
possibly other grain crops can 
be 
planted at every season, it is believ­ 
ed. 
The work of the agriculture com­ 
mittee of the food commission has 
to a large degree been made possible 
by the assistance of the extension 
service of the United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture, of which H. C. 
Henricksen is in charge 
in 
Porto 
Rico, and by the employment of 
a 
large number of agricultural agents 
who have been put in charge of spe­ 
cific districts of the island under the 
supervision of traveling inspectors. 
Since September this field service 
has been re-organized and the work 
in the future is expected to show even 
better results than obtained during 
the first two months and a half of 
the new work.

London, Oct. 3.— To be possessed

Arthur AL Abernathy, who was one 
of the Morgan county men to leave 
recently for Camp Taylor, Ky., has 
written the following letter to Rev.

Concord. 
Air. 
Abernathy is firmly convinced that 
army service will have a desirable 
effect on the men, both physically 
and morally, and says had he known 
before what it was like he would 
have been in the service long ago. His 
letter follows: 
Rev. Ck G. Cantrell, 
Concord, 111. 
Dear Pastor: 
Will relate to you a few details 
of army life, and regarding our trip 
to Louisville, for I know you will be 
pleased to know how the boys are 
liking their new life. 
We arrived at East St. Louis about 
12 o’clock, where we had a mid­ 
night lunch, then took the L. & N. 
to Louisville, where we arrived about 
IO a. rn. 
We were a tired and tough 
looking bunch, as we had no sleep 
nor breakfast. 
By the time we got to 
camp and straightened up in our bar­ 
racks it was nearly 2 o ’clock, so you 
see it was dinner instead of break­ 
fast. 
But after dinner and a good 
shower bath, I believe we could have 
“canned” the kaiser if he had been 
here for we are a jolly bunch. 
We are not permanently establish­ 
ed in our barracks yet, as they are 
going to move us soon. 
All the boys 
seem to like army life fine except a 
few and they don’t say much. 
I 
don’t see how any 
one could get 
homesick down here. 
For my part, 
I think army life is a grand thing, 
for it will undoubtedly make a man 
better both physically and morally, as 
nothing else could. 
Had I known before what it was 
like I would have been here long 
ago. 
We have drilling every day, 
exercise every morning before mess, 
which is at 6 o’clock. 
When bugle 
call sounds at 5 :3 0 we get up, dress, 


make our beds, take a bath and get ; 
ready for exercise which is a t 5 :4 5 . j 
We were all vaccinated Monday. 
It ; 
made several of the boys sick, but i 
they are feeling first-rate now. 
All our officers are splendid men. 
We were measured for our uniform s I 
today, so I guess we will get them 
soon.
